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GENERAL. 

Again  the  number  of  cases  of  acute  infectious  diseases 
notified  has  been  small.  One  case  of  Pneumonia,  one  case  of 
Puerperal  pyrexia  and  one  case  of  Erysipelas  were  notified. 

There  was  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

This  year  the  Birth-rate  stands  at  the  low  figure  of 
8.3.  Last  year  the  corresponding  figure  was  10.8. 

The  Death-rate  is  16.8,  which  is  .3  higher  than  last 

year.
